Dear Lloyd, 

What T want to do is use my 
Spectrum to drive a printer 
which will make a hard copy 
of what I play in standard 
musical rotation. The piano 
can be Kinked to the 
Spectrum by a series of touch 
sensitive pads mounted 
under the keys and plugged 
into the two keyboard 
sockets inside the Spectrum 
in place of the keyboard 
itself. 

The aim is to monitor my 
playing by producing records 
over a period of time, 
hopefully showing an 
improvement!
